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MAKING  ROOM  AT  THE  INN  (July  13):  Charles  Roetter,  of  the  BBC's  European  Service,  spent 
several  weeks  traveling  all  over  Europe  to  investigate  the  stories  of  the  tragic  refugees  still 
living  in  hutted  camps.  The  war,  and  other  events  since,  uprooted  more  than  forty  million 
people  in  Europe  and  Asia.  Of  these,  millions  have  found  new  lives  for  themselves,  but  tens 
of  thousands  have  been  passed  over  year  after  year  for  many  different  reasons.  Some  of  them 
are  old,  some  are  sick  or  have  a  member  of  their  family  medically  or  mentally  unfit,  and 
therefore  unacceptable  under  normal  immigration  laws.  And  the  longer  these  people  stay  in 
camp  the  more  their  health  and  morale  deteriorate;  they  become  "hard-core"  cases,  caught 
in  a  vicious  circle  from  which  there  seems  —  or  seemed  —  to  be  no  escape.  But  Charles  Roetter 
found  his  grim  experiences  brightened  by  learning  about  some  of  the  schemes  for  helping  these 
people  in  whom  hope  had  almost  died.  "Under  the  impact  of  the  World  Refugee  Year,"  he 
says,  "the  world  at  last  began  to  realize  that  it  had  chosen  to  remain  ignorant  of  this  problem 
for  far  too  long."  Some  countries  are  now  relaxing  their  regulations  in  favor  of  refugees  who 
previously  had  been  rejected  on  medical  grounds,  and  much  heroic  work  is  being  done.  But  much 
more  still  remains  to  be  done  for  those  pathetic  fugitives  from  war  and  tyranny  who  are  every- 
body's responsibility  and  reproach.  "How  is  it/'  asks  Roetter,  ''that,  after  a  war  which  was 
fought  to  defeat  the  idea  that  there  are  second-class  citizens  and  races  in  the  world,  a  new 
race  of  outcasts  has  been  allowed  to  develop?"

We  are  still  to  remain  in  a  darkness  which  will  be  illuminated  only  fitfully  by  the  light  of 
genius.  We  are  to  continue  to  battle  and  struggle,  to  yearn  and  desire.  And  it  is  to  be  denied 
us  to  see  this  light  as  long  as  it  remains  with  us.  We  are  to  remain  blind  until  we  have  acquired 
eyes.  Eyes  that  see  the  future.  Eyes  that  penetrate  more  than  the  sensual,  which  is  only  a  like- 
ness; that  penetrate  the  supersensual.  Our  soul  shall  be  the  eye.  We  have  a  duty:  to  win  for 
ourselves  an  immortal  soul.  It  is  promised  to  us.  We  already  possess  it  in  the  future;  we  must 
bring  it  about  that  this  future  becomes  our  present.  That  we  live  in  this  future  alone,  and  not 
in  a  present  which  is  only  a  likeness,  and  which,  as  every  likeness,  is  inadequate. 

And  this  is  the  essence  of  genius— that  it  is  the  future.  This  is  why  the  genius  is  nothing  to 
the  present.  Because  present  and  genius  have  nothing  to  do  with  one  another.  The  genius  is  our 
future.  So  shall  we  too  be  one  day,  when  we  have  fought  our  way  through.  The  genius  lights 
the  way,  and  we  strive  to  follow.  Where  he  is,  the  light  is  already  bright;  but  we  cannot  endure 
this  brightness.  We  are  blinded,  and  see  only  a  reality  which  is  as  yet  no  reality,  which  is  only 
the  present.  But  a  higher  reality  is  lasting,  and  the  present  passes  away.  The  future  is  eternal, 
and  therefore  the   higher  reality,  the   reality  of  our   immortal   soul,  exists  only   in   the   future. 

The  genius  lights  the  way,  and  we  strive  to  follow.  Do  we  really  strive  enough?  Are  we  not 
bound  too  much  to  the  present? 

We  shall  follow,  for  we  must.  Whether  we  want  to  or  not.   It  draws  us  upward. 

We  must  follow. 

This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  what  Gustav  Mahler's  work,  like  the  work  of  every  great  man,  was 
allowed  to  tell  us.  It  has  been  told  us  often,  and  will  have  to  be  told  us  much  oftener  still 
before  we  grasp  it  completely.  It  always  becomes  very  quiet  after  one  of  these  men  has  spoken. 
We  listen.  But  soon  life  overwhelms  us  again  with  its  noise. 

Mahler  was  allowed  to  reveal  just  so  much  of  this  future;  when  he  wanted  to  say  more, 
he  was  called  away.  For  it  is  not  to  become  entirely  quiet  yet;  there  is  to  be  still  more  battle 
and  noise. 

And  we  are  still  to  glow  with  the  reflection  of  a   light  which  would   blind   us  if  we  saw  it. 

I  have  fought  here  for  Mahler  and  his  work.  But  I  have  indulged  in  polemics,  I  have  spoken 
hard  and  sharp  words  against  his  opponents.  I  know  that  if  he  were  listening  he  would  smile  and 
wave  it  away.  For  he  is  where  retaliation  is  no  longer  practised.
